O SUCH scheme as. that planned 
for the United Kingdom regard- 
Ing cover for war rieks has yet been 
evolved in Hongkong, and it Is 
unlikely that any action will be 
talent. 
In London, the Government has 
evolved a scheme for covering those 
war to which, in case of] 
enemy attack, civilian life and pro- 
perty will be exposed. There the 
stheme has two conspicuous merits. 
In the frst place it provides insurance 
or compensation for the loss of life 
as well as for the damage to-property; 
and in the second place it places the, 
burden of compensation on the com-

nuunity ‘as a whole, thus recognising 


the nation’s 
responsibility for the consequences to 
population of 


obligation to accept 


the non-combatant 
facing o national danger. Nothing 
ould be better desigried to sustain” 
among the people a constant mind 
in the prospect or under the ordeal 
of war than the knowledge that dis- 
ablement und destruction are assured 
of adequate compensation by the 
State. Details of the scheme have 
yet to be Milled in, but its scope and 
principle will certainly recommen? it 
lo acceptance, : 

For volunteers in air-raid services, 
for civilians mainly dependent for 
thelr livelihood on their employ- 
ment, and for members of the mer- 
cantile marine, compensation for 
injury will be payable at applicable 
standard rates. As for private pro- 
perty, since no basis for an actuarial 
calculution can exist, compensation 
from public funds Js to be paid “on 
the highest scale compatible with 
the circumstances of the country 
after and not before a conflict.” 
That fs a very proper and a: very 
important proviso, to which is attach 
ed the assurance that assessment of 
the damage will be Immediate, and 
that the Compensation Board will be 
presided over by onc of his Majesty's 
Judges. A plan has also been worked 
out for the emergency reconstruction 
of essential property. Thus far for 
With regard to marine 
war risks, a comprehensive scheme 
of Insurance has been worked out 
with the mutual war risks assocla- 
tions, and under this scheme the 
Government will relnsure tie asso- 
ciations up to 80 percent. of the 
vilue insured, A similar scherne has 
been devised for the insurance of 
curgoes, and for essentiat stocks on 
land; and In all these cases premiums 
will not become payable until an 
emergency arjecs. The intention is ta 
devise a scheme also to cover 
retailers who stock essentint .commo-

field for almost two years," sald Miss 
Joy Momer on her return to Chung 
king from a four-month trip to the 
North-west. 

Miss Homer made the trip as a 
representative of the Church Com- 
mittee for Chim Rellef, an American 
organisation with headquarters — in 
New York, which consists of such 
constituent groups as the Inter= 
national Fomine Rellef!, Commission, 
the Forelgn Missions Conference of 
North America, and the Federat 
Councll of Churches, 

The closer.one draws to the battle 
front, the more firm and striking 
one finds the morale of the people, 
sald Miss Homer, In Shansl, ravaged 
more cruelly. thun any other of 
Chinu’s provinces by the Japanese, 
the will of the people seems to have 
been inflamed by the fire of battle. 
The town of Chihsicn, west of Ta- 
tung-Puchow Railway, is symbolle— 
twice captured by the Japanese, it 
has been-twice retaken: twice burnt, 
it has been twice rebuilt; and to-day 
its Inhabitants are rock-firm and 
united in thelr resistarice, 

Countryside Organised 

The countryside has been complecte- 
ly organised, Miss Homer continued.

STUDYING 

JUDAISM * 
Jowish Journalist 
Now In Colony: . 


-Correspondent for several. Jewlsh 
newspapers. in Europe, Mr. Avram 
Rosenthal, o Rumanian journalist 
will Ieave Hongkong for Singapore, 
shortly, in the course of a world tour. 
While not especially investigating re- 
fugees, he {s interested in Judalsm 
and its observance. . 


After éxpresaing his desire to In-, 
terview Jewlsh residents {In the 
Colony, Mr. Rosonthnt sald there was 
generally a lack of. Information con- 
cerning the Hfo of the Jews of the 
Far East, both in Europe and in 
America. In a modern world, overs 
filled with any kind of publicity, six- 
teen and half million Jews knew 
nothing or very little and inaccurate- 
ly about the life of their brethren in 
the Orlental countries, It. was high 
tine now, to complete this deficiency 
in their knowledges about themselves. 

The number . of Jews in the Far 
East.wos meaningless indeed, he said, 
still their history wag worth recording 
inosmuch as they, had contribut@d 
practleally everywhere to the general 
welfare. A study of the Jews in the 
Orient, besides Its informative char= 
acter, would therefore be welcomed 
for practical rensons. . 


Nowadays, when their people were 
the universal scapegoat for the 
world’s evils, facts and figures 13 well 
as deeds of sclf-sacrificing pioneers 
would show the love of their co- 
religionists for their adoptive coun- 
tries and thelr strive for elvillsation 
even in the remotest "parts of the 
earth, 


After visiting the Jewish settle- 
ment in the Philippines, Mr. Rosen- 
thal gathered n lot of material both 
of human and specificly Jewish in- 
terest. 


Mr, Rosenthal: sald he should be 
pind to mnke the acqunintanee of 
Hongkong Jewry and with their cul- 
tural, soclal and economical activity. 
It was of interest to know whether 
they had kept thelr spiritual bond to 
Judaism, 


In his writings about the local 
settlements which, Mr. Rosenthal 
sald would be dispatched to Ameri- 
can and .Europenn Jewlsh news- 
papers, special attention would be 
#iven to the prominent personalities 
of Oriental Jewry who had dis 
tinguished themselves by supporting 
and consolidating their cultural and 
religious’ institutions. The facts of 
outstonding historical importance 
would be selected separately in a 
volume entitled “Jews in the Orient,” 
to be printed early in 1940, in three 
larffuages: English, Hebrew and 
Yiddish, the universal Jewish d§alect. 
It will include the communitits of the 
Philippines, . the Straits Settlements, 
India. and Hongkong. The book 
would .be .com 7Ietely dedicated to 
Oriental Jewry and to its leaders. 

Mr. Rosenthal, who was born in 
Roumania, is a contributor to the 
Jewish Scientific Institute, Wilno- 
Poland, which includes among its 
Honorary Presidents the well-known 
sclentist Prof, Albert Einstein and 
Siegmund Freud.

S¢(CONFESSIONS of ‘a Nazi Spy,” 
the antl-Nazl film produced by 
Warner Bros, {n Hollywood, has been 
pnssed by the Committee of Appeal, 
which has jurisdictlon in the Straits 
Settlements, the Federated Malay 
States.and Johore. 


Banned by the Censor, whose code 
of reguintions provides for the bane 
ning of films which might “offend 
the susceptibilities of foreign pco- 
ples,” the film was viewed by the 
Committee of Appeal recently. 


The decision to pass the film for 
unlversal,exhibition was made after 
only comparatively short discussion, 

Tt fs believed no cuts were ordered, 


It is understood that members of 
the Committee were greatly impress- 
ed by the picture. “It is a film of 
intense dramatic power,” one mem- 
ber sald. 


S PUBLIC APPROVAL

In London, the Government has 
evolved a scheme for covering those 
war risks to which, in case of 
enemy attack, civilian life and pro- 
perty will be exposed. There the 
scheme has two conspicuous ‘merits. 
In the first place it provides insurance 
or compensation for the loss of life 
as well as for the damage to property; 
and ih ‘the second place it places the 
burden ‘of compensation on the com- 
munity as a whole, thus recognising 
the nation’s obligation to accept 
responsibility for the consequences to 
the non-combatant. population of 
facing n national danger. Nothing 
Gould “be better designed-to-sustain- 
among the people “a constant mind 
in the prospect or under the ordeal 
of war than the knowledge that dis- 
ablement and destruction dre assured 
of adequate compensation by the 
State. Details of the scheme have 
yet to be filled in, but its scope and 
principle will certainty recommend ‘it 
to acceptance, 

For volunteers in air-raid services, 
for civilians mainly dependent for 
their livelihood on their employ- 
ment, and for members of the met- 
cantile marine, compensation for 
injury will be payable at applicable 
standard rates. As for private pro-

. Miss Homer made the trip a3 a 
representative of the Church Com- 
mittee for China Relief, an American 
organisation with hendquarters in 
New Yark, which consists of such 
constituent groups as the = Inter- 
national Famine Rellef Commission, 
the Foreign Missions Conference of 
North Afmertcu, and ‘the Federal 
Council of Churches, ' 

The closer one draws to the battle 
front, the more firm and striking 
one finds the mornle of the people, 
said Miss Homer. In Shansi, ravaged 
more cructly thun ‘any other of 
Chinu's provinces by the Japanese, 
the will of the people seems to have. 
been Inflamed by the fire of battle. 
The town of Chihsien, west of Ta- 
tuny-Puchow Railway, is symbolic— 
twice captured by the Japanese, it 
has been twice retaken; twice burnt, 
it has been twice rebuilt; and to-day 
its inhabitants are rock-firm and 
united in thelr resistance, 


Countryside Organised 

The countryside has been complete- 
ly organised, Miss Homer continucd. 
Eyery Individual is a member of 
some group thnt, Integrates itself. 
into the all-front resistance. These 
groups co-operate intimately with 
the regular army and the gucrillns, 
They serve ns intelligence agents, 
transport corps, and auxiliary figh- 
ters. The relatidnship , between 
troops and people is one of full 
friendshlp. és 

The crops in Shansi, sald Miss 
Homer, who saw them fn May, give 
every promise of u. bountiful harvest. 
Food .js plentiful and both people 
and army ‘are well-fed. There is a 
general atmosphere of contentment. 
Troops are fed simply but well; 
each soldicr is ‘assured of . 3,500 
calories daily in a dict that Is based 
on fresh, green. vegetables, milict 
scup, and mantou or native millet 
bread. ‘. 

Miss Homer spent several days at 
the headquarters of the Governor of 
Shansi, General Yen Hsl-shan. So 
well hidden are the headquarters in 
the Hills and so loyal have , been 
the local citizens, she said, that the 
Japanese have never been able to 
discover and bomb them, Japanese 
planes fly daily over the hills scout- 
ing and searching, but always to no 
avail. Neurby Is located a university, 
which has enroljed 50,000 students 
for training in political and military 
duties, The students live in camps 
und caves. . 

The major problem in Shansi at 
present is that of cMcient medical 
service—and— organ!sation—— Medical 
supplies are not too plentiful, and 
trained personnel {fs much in de- 
mand. Owing to the lack of organised 
communications, it takes sometimes 
10 or 12 days before a wounded 
soldicr can be brought by stretcher 
to one of the army hospitals inthe 
hill eaves. Fortunately, the recent 
Keneralisation of guerilla fighting 
has greatly reduced the number of 
wounded. Attacks from ambush, 
midnight sorties, eiping at trans- 
port columns, result in far fewer 
Chinese casualties than the carly 
positional Aghting, and are far more 
effective, 

In Yenan, Shensi, said Miss 
Homer, the same lack of medical 
supplics was evident,. but there was 
no Jack of medical personne). She 
found the Indian medical unit hard 
at work and found also an American 
doctor who had volunteered his scr- 
vices to China’s cause. The hospitals 
at Yenan are, in organisation and 
eMfciency, equal to the best of the 
foreign-controlicd and directed hos- 
pitals In China.—Ccntral News,

The significance of possible disrup- 
tlon of Japanese-American trade is 
revealed in commerce figures indlicat- 
ing Japan’s dependence on United 
States commodities difficult to secure 
elsewhere so long us the European 
armament race continues. 

It $s pointed out that imports of 
war tlme commoditles steadily in- 
creased last year. The figures show- 
ed imports from the United States of 
copper were 92 per cent. automobile 
pars 91 per cen, of1-60 per cent., 
pig jron 41 per cent., other iron 60 
per cent.,-machinery engines 48 per 
cent. and zinc 28 per cent. of Japan's 


total Imports. 
Japan’s oil imports from the United 


States have roughly trebled between |” 


1936 and 1038, It has been Im- 
possible to secure oil from Italy and 
Germany since both produce less 
than they need and import a large 
portion of thelr remaining needs trom 
the United States, 

The figures for the first five months 
of 1939 showed that Japan bought 
$18,100,000 worth of petroleum, near- 
ly $13,000,000 worth of steel products, 
nearly $13,000,000 -worth of aircraft 
and trucks, 

In the first three ‘months she 
bought 926,000 tons of scrap fron, 
Italy and Germany have demonstrat- 
ed their inabillty to supply their own 
needs in this fleld—Untited Press. 


Importers Grow Anxious

It was, therefore, 
rather noppropriate that he should 
make his Essex debut in June, 1935 
ngainst Surrey at the Oval, and open 
hls career with a not out’ innings 
of 28.

Jewish ‘residents Sn the 
Colony, Mr. Rosenthal said there wos 
generally n Jack of information con- 
cerning the Ife of the Jews of the 
For East, both’ in Europe and in 
America. In a modern world, .over- 
fled with any kind of publicity, six- 
teen . and half milllon Jews knew 
nothing or very little and inaccurate~ 
y about the life of thelr brethren in 
¢ Oriental countries. -It -wos high 


-|}time now, to complete this deficiency 


in thelr knowledges about themselves. 
~The number of Jews in the Far 
East wos meaningless indeed, he said, 
still theiz history was worth recording 
innsmuch as they had contributed 
practically.everywhere to the general 
welfare, A study of the Jews in the 
Orient, besides its informative char- 
acter, would therefore be welcomed 
for practical reasons. 


Nowndays, when their people were 
{he universal scapegoat for the 
world’s evils, facts nnd figures os well 
os deeds of sclf-snerificing pioneers 
would show the love of thelr co- 
religtonists for thelr adoptive coun- 
tries ond their, strive for civilisation 
even in the remotest parts of the 
earth, 


After visiting .the Jewish settie- 
ment In the Philippines, Mr, Ttosen- 
thol gathered a lot of material both 
of human and specifiely. Jewlsh in- 
terest. 


Mr. Rosenthal sald. he stiould be 
glad’ to make the acquaintance of 
Tlongkong Jewry and with thelr cul- 
tural, social and economlent activity. 
Tt was of interest to know whether 
they had kept thelr spiritual bond to 
Judaism, fi . 


In his writings about the local 
settlements. which, Mr. Rosenthal 
said would be dispatched to Amcri- 
ean and European Jewlsh news- 
papers, special attention would be 
tiven to the prominent personalities 
of Orlental Jewry who had dis- 
tinguished themselves by supporting, 
and consolidating their cultural and 
religious institutions., The facts of 
outstanding historical importance 
would be sclected separately in a 
volume entitled “Jews in the Orient,” 
to be printed carly in 1940, in three 
languages: English, Hebrew and 
Yiddish, the universal Jewlsh dialect. 
It will include the communities of the 
Philippines, the Straits “Settlements, 
India ond Hongkong. The. boolc 
would. be completely dedicated to 
Oriental Jewry and to its leaders. 
“Mr. Rosenthal, who was-born in 
Roumania, is a contributor to the 
Jewish Scientific Institute, Wilno- 
Poland, which includes amonj Sts 
Honorary Presidents the well-known 
sclentist Prof, Albert Einstein and 
Slegmund Freud.

“T regard it as a very definite duty 
of this Council to attend td this 
matter,”. proceeded Dr. Selwyn 
Clarke, “just as it is our duty to 
supervise the removal of refuse, pro~ 
vide the population with a proper 
water supply, ndequnte food supply, 
housing and so on." 

In conclusion, Dr. Selwyn-Clarke 
sald he hoped the committee would 
bear in mind the danger that lurked 
behind the possiblilty of entrusting 
this important service to people ather 
than those whom the Council had 
under thelr own immediate super- 
vision, :

It had been stugitested 
that Un was not telling the truth end 
that his motive for so doing, was tnat 
he was dissatlsficd with only $10 out 
of $110 which had been extorted. 
This suggestion was ‘not cnough, and 
in any event jt showed that moncy 
had actually been passed: - 


Nevertheless, Un was not shaken In 
any way, and Counse] submitted that 
he gave hig evidence in a candid and 
straightforward + manner, and that 
there was_no contradiction whatever. 


Unimpcachablo Evidence 


Au to the rest of the evidence for 
{he prosecution, it had never ‘been 
seriously Impeached, the simple rea- 
son being it was unimpeachable. 
That evidence, standing alone and 
without the testimony of Un, was 
enough to prove that Edwards was 
guilty. 


Dealing with the defence, Counsel 
said dt crumbled wherever one 
On his own admission, 
Edwards was prepared ‘to tak7 a risk 
which would jeopardise his carcer.

but opart from hls own assertion 
there was no evidence thnt he was 
unfit to discharge his duties, He had 
sought to reinforce the suggestion 
that .his intelligence was not active 
and complete that morning by saying 
he was suffering from the ufter- 
effects of alcohol, and that he had 
been mentally disturbed because of 
n domestic dispute.

When he was questioned what he was 
doing when he sat at the table, his 
reply was that he was day dreaming.

Queer Happenings 


Counsel then went on to say that 
almost immediately after .Un had 
come on the scene, there were qucer 
happenings in the station, Through 
one move after another, the practice 
of the Pollce Force wos broken, not 
by Un but by Edwards, 

The rules broken were (1) the re- 
turn of Lau’s property before he was 
released; (2) the taking of Lau to 
Yhe detectives’ room when he was not 
in charge of o detective; and (3) the 
placing .of Lau in the charge of an 
interpreter, Who wos 2 member of the 
civillan staff and not of the Police. 

Mr. Whyatt - submitted that ‘the 
only explanation which could be 
given for breaking ‘theso rules was 
that there were queer goings-on, 
of taking Lau to tho

four years ho played cricket

Club, Fortunately for him Jack 
Hobbs had taken a keen interest 
in hig school career and strongly re- 
commended. him. It was, therefore, 
rather oppropriate that he . shoutd 
make his Essex debut in June, 1935 
against Surrey at the Oval, and open 
his carecr with a not out innings 
of. 28, He played in three other’ 
Champlonship games thnt season and 
-then~he-did-not-appear-again —until- 
1937 when he developed Into a useful 
Tungetter at number 2 or 3 with an 
initial century—109 against Notts—to 
his credit.

HONGKONG 
STATEMENT 


Searching Questions 
In Commons 


LONDON, Aug. 1. 

MR. F. J. BELLENGER asked 
Sir John Simon in the House of 
Commons to-day whether the 
statement on the Chinese cur- 
rency issued in Hongkong on 
June 8, to the effect that the 
ability of the suthoritics to 
maintain exchange was not to be 

uestioned, atill represented the 

ritish Government's views. 

Sir John Simon replied that the 
statement was not jssued by the 
Britlsh Government, which at no 
{ime expressed any view with regard 
1o the future exchange value of the 
Chinese dollar, } 

Mr. Bellenger recalled to tho 
Chancellor that he (the Chanceclior) 
had quoted these words: and. the 
Hongkong statement on an enrlier 
occasion, Was he to understand that 
there was no purpose whatever in 
quoting this statement, and was Sir 
John Simon aware that since makin: 
It, the Chinese dollar had depreciat 
further, : 

Sir John Simon sald his recollec~ 
tfon was that Mr. Bellenger sought 
{Information and he referred him to 
the statement issued by the authorl- 
tles In China. © 

Mr. Bellenger persisted and asked 
what was the purpose of referring 
him to that statement if Sir John 
Simon did not take it' to be sub- 
stantially correct. 

Sir John replied that he thought 
the statement to a large extent was 
n statement with regard to future 
prospects. Obviously, attention must 
be pal to the opinion of the 
authorities In the country concerned: 
—Reuter. . 
. Tho Statement 

The following Js the text of the 
statement Issued on June 8: 

. “As is gencrally known, during the 
past weeks, there has been no pres- 
sure on the Stabilisation Fund, and 
confidence in the national currency 
remains unshuken, ‘The Control, 
however, temporarily withdrew sup- 
port on Wednesday to allow the 
exchange value of the dollar to be 
adjusted to a better cconomic level, 
and thereby to bring the balance of 
trade Into equilibrium. As will be 
remembered, a ‘similar step was 
taken during June 1938, and when 
the level of 8d. was found it was 
successfully maintained for twelve 
months, 

“It ls confidently believed that the 
new level hus now been found ind 
con be strongly held. Many goods 
previously imported are now belng 
made “at. home." The favourable 
harvest foreshadowed by all reports 
will also contribute towards ‘reduced 
Imports, Arrangements have been 
completed so that Government. re- 
quirements of foreign exchange for 
munitions and other supplies have 
been taken care of and will not come 
onto the exchange market. Finally, 
as the Stabilisation Fund has been 
strengthened and further efforts to 
bronden the basis of thls Fund have 
been successful, the ability of the 
authorities to maintain the exchange 
will not be questioned. 

“It is further cmphasised that 
despite the present adjustments in 
the exchange level, the national cur- 
trency will-continue-to retain: the con-

AXIS PLANES 
SET RECORDS 


BERLIN, Aug. 1. 

A NEW international flying 
record: over a distance of 6,000 
miles was. established to-day by 
a German four-motored acro- 
plane, the Heinkel HIS116. 

The flight began at 6 am. on 
Sunday, and was completed at 4.23 
p.m. to-day, the total time being 46 
hours 18 minutes. 

The ‘average speed attaincd was 
130 miles per hour. The previous 
record was set by o Japanese plane 
with a speed of 111 mph. 

A Rome message soys that the 
Italian air force to-day achieved an- 
other world record when'a _three- 
engined aocroplane, which left’ the 
Guidonia acrodrome on Sunday 
morning, landed again on  Tucsday 
afternoon having flown a closed cir- 
cult of 600.miles for a distance of 
7,702 miles in 67 hours 1 min. 52 
secs., at an average specd of 135 
mip.h. Tho plane also covered ooo 
miles at on average speed - of 141 
m.ph-—Trans-Occan, .

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CHINA IN THE COMMONS 


PLEA FOR ‘AID 
FOR CHINA | 


LONDON, . Aug, 1L—Mr, Ar- 
thur Henderson asked in the 
House of Commons to-day whe- 
ther, with o view to assisting 
China, the British Government 
proposed to give guarantees for 
the purchase of United Kingdom 
goods by the Chinese Govern- 
ment on the lines of the agree- 
ments made between the British 
and other foreign governments. 

Mr, Oliver- Stanley, President of 
the Bonrd of Trade, in rebly quoted 
his carlier statements of March 6 and 
July 14, and ‘snid-that a proposal to 
give guarantees to the benefit ‘of 
British manufacturers in respect 'of 
exports to China had been under 
negollation for some time, and certain 
technical nnd legal questions wero 
still being considered. © 

Mr. Henderson asked if Mr, Stan- 
Iey would make ao statement before 
August 4, ond Mr. Stanley replicd 
that he could not say when. There 
were these technical ond legal ques- 
tions, some of which depended upon 
answers received from China, 

Mr. Henderson asked if it was not 
Clearly a. question of great importanco 
ag the Chinese Government had been 
limited in its purchases during the 
fast 18 months, and Mr. Stanley re- 
plied that it depends on the answers 
recelved.—Reuter, 


_ Chineso Currency 


LONDON, Aug. 1,.—Replying to 
questions in the House of Commons 
on Chinese currency, Sir John Simon, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer said that 
the Tokyo formula did not imply any 
change of: view by His Majesty's 
Government as to the desirability of 
retaining the stability of. Chinese 
currency in the interests of Britain 
and other countries with important 
Snancial and trade interests In Chinn.

Arms For Japan 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—Mr, M. P. Price 
(Lab.) asked.in the House of Com- 
mons to-day how many Hecenses had 
been granted to Japan for the supply 
of Lewis auto-guns made by the 
Birmingham Small Arms Company 
since January, 1037, in view of -the 
fact that such a gun bearing the 
‘serial number A52016 was found on a 
Japanese plane brought down .at 
Chungking on May 3. . 

Mr. Oliver Stanley stated that the 
number on the gun was the one 
supplicd to Japanese in 1933. It 
would be contrary to public interest 
to slate the number of export licenses 
granted to any particular country for 
weapons of a particular description, 
but no Ucenses for Lewls Guns or 
machine guns destined for Japan had 
been issued s[nce September, 1937.— 
Reuter. - . 


“Clearar And Firmcr"’

It is also reported that a French- 
man, M, Charles Daudet, of Montc~- 
peller, convicted of espionage by ‘a 
Spanish court-martial, was sentenced 
to death and shot, together with two 
Basque autonomists, Manuel Lan- 
dress de Ja Rozas and Jose Espina, at 
Burgos. 

Basque reports state that 100 Bas- 
ques are imprisoned at Larrinaga 
Prison st Bilbao having been 
condemned to death and awaiting 
execution.—United Press.

: Many questlona regarding the 
welfare and safety of Kowloon re- 
aldents were dealt with by Major C. 
M, Manners, Presldent, when the 
Kowloon Residents‘ Aasoclntion. held 
its second open quarterly meeting at 
the St Andrew's Church hall yes- 
terday, About 25 members were 
present. 


A inember naked. if the sailors of 
the ferry launches plying between 
Hongkong and the mainland had to 
undergo Ife saving drills, and It was 
Suggested that at lenst two Iife 
buoys be. cauipped with “Holmes 
Lights.” ° 


Major Manners replied; “I assure 
you that the members of the crews 
all know their statlons and should 
un emergency arise all the sallors 
can swim." He added that they were 
well prepared for any trouble, in- 
cluding, fire.or collision. 


The same member then related an 
Incident which occurred sometime ago 
In mid-harbour. He sald -that a 
friend of his was travelling on o 
motor bont when it caught fire, Its 
fucl was kerosene oll. A member 
of the crew produced a fire ¢x- 
tingulsher. but if was empty, After 
sometime another motor came to its 
rescuc, but Its fire appliance was 
also empty. 


The owners of the two boats were 
dealt with by the Harbour Master, 
continued the member, one of them 
forfeited his ball of $500, while 
other was fined $250, *

The boats ure antiquated, most of 
them were bullt about 17 years apo, 
and he would like to know whether 
the bonts are regularly over-hauled. 

Major Manners) snid he would 
investigate the question. 


A question relating to the shouting: 
of hawkers and the dumping of night 
soll in stdelanes was brought up by 
nnother member who stated that it 
was time that something was done 
about hawkers. and the unsanitary 
conditions of ‘the sidc-lanes. 

The cries of the hawkers were 
almost Inhuman, he said, and the 
state of- the lanes were deplorable. 
People went to the extent of dump- 
ings night soll wrapped up ‘in shects 
of newspaper. 

Even with these unsanilary  con- 
ditions prevailing, the rent of a fiat 
was about $150 which’ In normal 
time was only about $40. 

“The Chinese population pay the 
landlords this rent, and overcrowd 
the place,” he sald. “They don't 
know that cleanliness is required of 
them." 

He went on to sny that it seemed 
impossible to catch those responsible] 5 
for the dumping .of rubbish and 
night soil around his residence in 
Lock Road. 

The hawkers infested the residental 
areas, because the Chinese traded 
with them, he concluded. 

Major Manners promised: him that 
something would be done about: this 
matter, 

A third member — sugstestect that 
the present refugee problem be fur- 
ther tackled and that the refugees be 
removed to Lama Island. 

If some enterprising landlords were 
to build houses on Lama Island, snid 
Major Manners, they would probably 
make some money,
